Only it enahles tlie Anclial l\incha\at to levy a paiticular tax 
if it so desires and it i.s well known that all these elected liodie^ are very 
loath to impose any tax which is unpopular. Therefore what this clause 
proviiles is (>nl\ the enahlinj^ (dause that the Anclial Panchayat ina\ if it 
MO desires impose any of the other ta\(‘s which arc inentioiied in this 
clause. 

So far as circumstances tax is concerned, it is at jirt^serit in vof^ue iii 
the ITnon Boards and we have praeii(‘all\ adopted the lan^'-ua^^e ot the 
present Act. Our intention was not to increase the tax more ilian what 
they are paying; at present subject to this that if the Anclial Panchayat so 
desires it may wdthin certain limits vary the lax. My Inends made -Mune 
remarks ahout the present Union Boards and stateil that under the present 
Act a person is he tax€‘d hy the Union Board for properties 

which are outside the Union Board, that is not correct. The rules clearly 
jirovide that circumstances and properties within the union have to he 
taken into account and nothing from outside tlie union. Alter the aholition 
of the zemindary iiracticallv the limit of even hohlin^r landed piopeities 
is very limited and naturally i)U per cent of the pt*ople will l)e tdiind 
living- in those hx'alities where their lands are. We d(» not want to Inirden 
the villa^fcrs with any more taxation than whai is ladufj home iiy them at 
present. 

With re^nird to the other thitr«-s like proh'ssioris. ti'ade or callings or 
rt^KJMtratron of vehicles, the> are all optional, 'riiei'etore we need m.t he 
aliaid ot those clauses. \\ ith rejrai'd to charirm^’- ot tees on petition'-, etc., 
it has not hecii decided also hut it may l>e ahsnluteJy free or there may he 
s<mu' small mipo.sijion h\ the Anehal Puneliayat itself We shall onl\ 
presiTihe l.y ‘.reneral niie.s and tix up maximum late and not iiiiiiitiMim so 
that tht‘\ laniiiii lawoml that.

Mr. Spoakor: The Hon'ble Minister yesterday said that he would 
consider whether he would accept some of the suggestions of the 
Opposition. 

Tbo Hon’bit Iswar Das Jalan: It is not a question of acceptance. The 
question which was raised by Sj. Rakhahari Chatterjee is whether a person 
can be sente nta'd fur uon-obediejice of the sunmions and it is pro].>OHed to 
give power to Panrliayat to sentence a person for non-ol>€‘dience of the 

siiinuions. Then there sliould be section 17-4 in tlie Schedule. Otherwise 
this power cannot be given. W^e have considei^d it aa4 hud ?#)al it is 
ttot correct. We find thjd there is a similar provision in the Village Local 
8elf*(loirernineat Act. Sec tion 174 does not cover only the ceases where 
Nyaifa Panrkayat it'wdf issues tlce summons but it covers all cases in which 
a jml»lic officer j^ives unv sumim»ns or notice. This is a special providiou 
whicdt I also nnd in tlie Civil Procedure Code which docs not deal with 
criminal offence. 1 find in the* (hvil Procedure ('ode, Ord<*r 16, Rule 12 — 
that if u person does not appcuir, the ('ourt has got the riglit to impose a fine 
not ext‘eening Rs. 500, and I have also considered that if we give t^is power, 
that will give sutlicMent jurisdiction to tlo* yyaya Fanrlunjdt to punish the 
offender if he chws not appear in pursuance of a summons. Tlierefore, I do 
not think that the olcjection raised liy Sj. Rakhahari Cliatterjee should 
prevail. But if you permit me I will put the words “without la'wfiil (*xcuse” 
after the word 'fails* in line 0. section 99(4), though it does not find a place 
in the Village Local Sel f-( lovernment Act. But T feel that the words should 
appear. Otherwise simply because a |>erson has not ol>eyed a summoni, he 
will Ih* liable to conviction.

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budget, then the Anchal Panchayat will see aa to how much money it hae 
got in its ^ssesaion and what charges are to be met. Now it may happen 
that in the Anchal Panchayat one Gram Sabha may be at a disadvantage 
and some other Gram Sabhas may score a victory over other Gram Sabhaii 
Therefore, foi the time being we have put the prescribed authority so that 
the prescribed authority will pass the budget because we do not want that 
it should be used as a shuttlecock sending observations. Ordinarily, even' 
budgets are not passed by the Union Boards in time and if this shuttlecock 
business goes On there is no finality. Moreover, the budget of the Anchal 
Panchayat or the Gram Sabha or the Grain Panchayat will not be a very 
cumbrous procedure. We propose to prescribe detailed rules givuig 
detailed inslructious so that if these instructions are followed by the Oram 
Panchayat as well as the Anchal Panchayat the task will he much easier 
for the prescribed authority and 1 believe that there will he no occasion 
for its interference but our difficulty i.s that unless and until it is vested in 
at least one peison for the time being it will be difficult to have the budMi 
passed. Therefore, we have provided it but I can tell my friends that 
after a year or two of its working we shall try our best to vest this power 
ultimately in the Anchal Panchayat but let the whole thing settle down 
that this is the grant winch should be given bv the Government, this is 
the taxation, this is the arrangement. After all these arrangements ar# 
crystallised and one channel is formed we shall amend the law and most 
probably shall say that the Anchal Panchayat should he the final 
authority subject to some approval or some measure of correction in cats 
of any errois. I admit that tlie w'hole power should be given to the Anchal 
Panchayat and I would liave been very glad to give it but in view of what 
I have stated, for some time at least this power should be vested in soma 
outside authority in order to prepare a Uiorough and detailed channel of 
budget making.

Tht HOft*bl« ISWAT Das Jtlan: Sir, I do not think that the criticism 
of this rlausi* by th*- uieinbers of (he Oi»|»<^«it>on is sound. Thesi* i>owers 
are net'essary to Th* retaintHl in order to allow the Gram Fanrhtyat to 
function within its limits. Much eritieisin has been levellenJ on (be provi- 
sion which trives jwwer to the i)rt*»cribed authority to sua{»«ud or <!aneel an 
order or resolution passed by tne Gram Fanrh/tyat or the AncJuil Fauctia- 
yat. Now, if you see in what ein-umstanees such v resolution tan bo 
cancelled you will find that the porvisions made are just aitd proxwr. What 
we have mentioned is if the resolution is unlawful, not neet»rdin/:f ttt law, 
then it can be reiw inded. Can there la? any objection to that!^ 11 a rt'wlu- 
tion is in excess of tl^e powers f‘0Dfem*d bv the Act on a l*on( hayat , do 
▼On mean to say fhat tt should not be annulled f* Now, if there be n reso- 
lution which causes a breach of th«* p**ace, do you uiean to say that the 
authorities should wait and see and do nothing? It is an irOismsibiiity. 

The other provisions are that the jrecarihed authority should be 
entitled to have inspwtion of the things done by the Gram Faueh^yat or 
the Anefud Fanchayat; it should bav^ power to inipeci or examine iha 
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records. Because of the objection raised by the Opposition the Select 
Committee made a provision against abuse of such powers by the prescribed 
auihoritj by providing ap^al therefrom to the Commissioner of the Divi- 
•ion. Now, my friends also criticised that. The prescribed authority in 
such matters will always be a very high officer, as I have stated already,, 
not a lower grade officer. Jhe very fact that in order to accommodate the 
Opposition we have provided for a right of appeal to the Commissioner 
shows our bona fide^ that the order is to be made only in those circumstances 
in which it is ubsolutelv necessary. friends have even criticised the 

appeal clause. Then I do not know' how else to safeguard their privileges. 

Now, my friends say this is an undemocratic provision which has been 
made. Any |M)wer given to the State or its officer, if that be undemocratic, 
then I have nothing to s^, but if under proper circumstances proper 
power is to he given to (rovernment officer*, then it is not undemocratic 
— the [Kjwer is justified. 

My friends say that this power is very peculiar to this Act and mr 
friends just now said that even in the TTnion Board Act such powers did 
not exist. I should jwint out to my friends that such power* do exist in 
our Village Self-Government Act — sections 51, 52, 53 and 58. Not only 
in Village Self-Government Act but even in the Bengal Municipal Act 
auob power* do exist. They are covered by section 548. Every Act which 
has b^n passed about the PanchayaU in Indie practically contains all 
these provision*. If my friends want reference I can give them some 
references because it will be useless waste of time to give more reference 
than is necessary. In the Assam Act, section 124 clearly says that the 
Deputy Commissioner or the SulKlivisional Officer shall be entitled to annul 
a resolution if it is ultra vires of the Fanchayat or if it causes olist ruction, 
injury or annoyance to the public or danger to human life, health or safety 
or is likely to lead to riot or an affray or anything otherwise against the 
public interest. If you go to Bombay, section 1)9 clearly provides that if 
lu the opinion of the CoUertor the execution of any order or resolution of 
a Pnnahayat or the doing of anything which in nl>out to In* done or is being 
done by or on behalf of the Panrnayat , is causing or is likely to cause 
injury' or annoyance to the public or lead to a breach of the p<‘ace, he may, 
by order in writing, suspend the exeeution or prohibit the doing thereof 
Now, if I go to Madras Act I find the same j.rovisions. If I go to W P. 
Act I find the same provisions. If I gt> to Orissa Act I find the same provi- 
sions. Now, if a provision is nwessarv to he incorjxirated against abuse 
of powers by the Gram Panchayat or of usurpation of more powers than 
are prdvided, or if they abuse their powers to pass resolutions leading to 
a breach of peace or riots, even then if you say that the prescril>ed authority 
•hould have no right to interfere. I fail to understand the reason or the 
logic of such an argument. Therefore, I say that so fur as the objection* 
of my friends in the Opposition are concerned they are ba.sed upon preju- 
dice, not ui>on merits and I need not deal with the matter further. 

I opjiose the amendments moved by my friends of the Opposition.

The ver^V 
cxi.Ht<'iice of th<‘ District Hoards is nndci loiisiderat ion and therefore this 
power cannot he vesie<| in the District Hoard.

Therelore, whar we proiK>->e to do is (liat a high ranking 
oHieer — Gollei’tor or a Distrn't Pancfuiynt (Uln'ei- — will deal with such case 
and an app<‘al to the t 'ommissioner sliouhl he a Miffii ient safeguard against 
the abuse of pow<*r. Whichovt'r authority m eon titutetl in this world there 
is a! wavs a chance of misuse or ahus<' of power wlietlicr it is an elected lK)dy 
or an appointed body. So whosoever hv ma\ he wlicnevir we frame a 
legislation w<‘ liavc got to ]U'ovivle for '■uch eventualities. Thesi* (dauses are 
nece.ssary to he provi»led against abuse of power and they find a place in the 
Al t of other Stales. For instance. 1 may cite the Madhya Pradesh Act 
W’here the power is given to the Inspector. “Tlie Inspector may by notifica- 
tion and with effect from a »latc to he specified therein remove any President 
nr Vict»-Presidenl who, in his opinion, wilfully omit< or refuses to carry out 
nr disobeys tb<» provisions of this Art or any rules, by-laws, regulations or 
lawful orders issued thendi^or abuses the jKiwer vested in him.*’ There- 
fore, however high or mighty he may W. whatever mav be bis position, if 
he abttsee his fiower or wilfully omits or neglects to discharge his duty there 
must W a procedure h;j* which he can be removed. No question of prestige or 
anything whataoever is involved in this case. 
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With regard to amendments I dealt verv briefly with a few of tKem. 
FWo or six amendments are with regard to tlie vesting of power in the State 
Govermnent. I tiavo dealt with them. So far as other matters are 
concerned they are practically unpractical and cannot be dealt with. One 
is if power should be given to the Collector for appeal. Of course, wo have 
provided a better safeguard and a better oftirer. 

With regard to Commissioner's abolition, that is a different question. If 
the Counuissioner is al»oli>luM{ .soiuclMxiv else will come in his place. At 
prestmt we have t\^o Comiin^sioiuTs. Therefore, I a(Tt‘pt the amendments 
of Sj. (iopika itilus Sen (iupta.

thdr lives quite une\t>ectedly and who have suffered disabilities because 
of this accident. AVhenever we truvtd in a bus. we do so for purp(»st‘^ of 
comfort, conveineiiee and safety and it is n great slumk to find that the 

bus has gvme out of the terra-finna and iias ex«»t'uted a somersault that 

lands us into the abyss. Tliert^fore, Sir,, we are all at one in urging 
Upon the Gox'ernment to disclose to us how -the accident hapjauied. wlmther 
nil n'a*uvttnble pn'cautions were taken to pnnent the accident and what is 
their ffudiu^ ns to the causes thereof. Sir. up to this we feel tliat the 
matter requires to lie thonni^ly sifted nnd exanp.mMf. 


But then so far its the resolution gtn*-* — the apnointmeut of a non* 
official enquiry mminittee consisting of the representatives of all iKiliticml 
potties and of members of the union— I, Sir, }>ersoiinlly do not think that 
thot ^tjl me«ft ^e ueedn of the onse. Sir, this is a matter for exj»ert opinion 
and I do not mink that th« rejmeMintativea of the different aectioBK of the 
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publlfc or of the different political i)artic« and al(io memhera of tbe union 
will be able to find out the truth which can only be found out by con- 
sultation with experts — by takinp- exj)ert opinion and advice.

Soles, lamited. who are an expert firm of intet nat lonal ri'putation and 
who guaranteed a new life to the tyre aft«*r retreadinjr. We have fjot fo 
attai h some importance to the opinion of an authoritative expert firm Hko 
that. TIk^a definitely said that ahm n’lomhin^ and repair a tyre was 
as e‘'o<l as new and was eX|R'(t(ui to do another dO to do thousand miles. 
After the refomdi inj^' the tyn' ran for M.dlT mile** when theie was a puui'- 
tuie, and after the puncture had feen attended to and repaired it did 
another jouriiev of tf.S'JI miles, so rh it the total journey covered by tliu 
tvic after It had laiu rctoucloal was 1S,‘J4I mibs which was much less 
tliah the distaiui' which had heen js'nai anteial hy the firm of internatiounl 
rejoitahon who had repainal the tyte aiul whost* ;xiiaranlce has ^of to he 
ai rc]ded by the (TOAcrnmcTit as w»*l! as by the public, 

d'lien. Sir, the mext (piestioii is wlndher there was any neK'b^rence in 
checking the road wort h mess of the tyn* -whether the tyre hud la/eu 
chei’ked up at jirojxu intervals ami the r»‘sult of the eheckin^ has Im-cII to 
Ussuie that tlie tyre was still roadwauth\ and could le* expected to covit .t 
S'ood mileape. The I’ress-riote tells us that the tyre was iunpected in the 
normal routine way at an interval of 4 to d dayis. in the month of .Tdne 
l>efore the tra^»’ic accident happened on the ‘JPth dune, the tyre wan sub- 
jected to examination and mspt-ction \uis made on the drd, Ttli, lltb md 
IStlj lane in tlir ^raraLT-’ ind tln-o .u'nn on l!o' nirUf of tic IfOli of Jctie. 
Sir. accidiuits cannot always be prc\<*nttd If is foo* r»f the unfortu*^ate 
tinners that livinf; in a marhin** .i^r and trust oiv' to ma<]iine« W'e have 
l>ecoine more liable to accident-. Accidents o(<ur In railway journey** in 
aeroplane flights and seawmrtfiv \csels. So. that is the pi'Tially we have got 
to pay living in a machine age but the re.il point is we have got to be «ati«- 
fied that all reasonable firecautioriB wen^ taken to prevent the accident and 
that the accident wa#* not due to any negligence that might have bt^en 
avoided. There might have* ]H*en a -ecrct peffomtion in tin* tyre which 
eluded inspection, wdiich eluded the < lo'-t'st scrutiny ju.st as the death-no<i«e 
eludes the most perfect medical examination. So my friends have only 
reason to complain, if they can cstabb^h, that profK'r precautiomt had no. 
Wen taken with respect to the iri'^pectum of the tyre and that the tyre Wttu 
put to «ervic4* with the knowledge that it wms TinsA^niceablc, that it wai* 
unreliable and that it had a narrow span of life to it, I submit that haring 
regard to the expert statement and ^ring regard to the facts described in

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tbe Preii-iiote that a tyre wan subjected to periodical inspection, one can- 
not honestly come to the conclusion that it was due to any negligence on 
the part of the people in charge that the t 3 Te burst and the accident 
happened. (Sj. ilEMAyTA Kumaii (jiiosai. : There is accident in going from 
one bench to another.) You will have to face many such accidents — not 
one. The Police is conducting an inquiry into the matter and they have not 
as yet been able to come to a finding as to what is the actual cause of the 
accident. The opinion of one expert has got to be checked by the other 
expert and the Police naturally is checking the opinion of the international 
firm that did retouching with other exjierts. They are trying to collate 
the different kinds of evidences and they are trying to find out whether 
there is any flaw in the guarantee held out by the finn at which the repair 
was done almut the serviceable nature of the repair. Therefore, Sir, unless 
the Police comes to a finding and submits a report it would be premature 
on our part to think of appointing a committee consisting of representa- 
tives of all shades of political opinion. 

Sir, there is another iM>int I uuuld stress in this e/uinection. Railway 
accidents take place pretty frCquentlv and never did they appoint a non- 
official public inquiry except on only one occasion—] refer to the llihta 
disaster— and the results of that inquiry had convineed the railwa\ peojile 
more than ever that it is quite unsafe and unscientific to submit the matter 
to non-official inquiry. 1 can tell you the report of Mr. Justice Thom who 
conducted the inquiry into the Ilihta aeoident is a standing joke in the 
Hail way I)e]»artineiit. He was not a master of the mechanism of the 
engine and he invented certain terms as nosing and hunting of the engine. 
ITiese terms W'hioh were absolutely ineompr(*hetisild(> to those who were 
•▼•n maitera of the engine are now a standing joke with the railway people 
whenever they refer to the report of Mr. .lustice Thom. If a man of tlie 
status and of the intelleetual acumen ()f a High Court .fudge could err 
grievously in undertaking an inquiry into a matter concerning a railway 
accident, I think, Sir, we run the same risk us being non-ex)H*rt. we under- 
take to find out the reason (»f the mechanieal cause of the accident. There- 
fore, Sir, I should submit to you that while we all very (leej)ly regret the 
accident which has taken place and while we shall leave stone unturned 
to see that these accidents are prevented h\ any reasonable care that mav 
be considered necessary, I do not think that the purpose would he served 
by the upjmininumt of a iion-official connnittee of in(]uirv consisting of 
lay people, and consisting of inemlH»r.s of the rrnon wini would have 
nothing to say on the mechanical part or the contrivances that might have 
led to the disaster.

It is bettor to wait for the result of the aition taken by the Government. 
Tu't us ail unite our voice in impres>ing upon the Government the desira- 
bility of taking the memWs of the public into confidence by letting us 
tnow when the results are completed as to bow the accident baupened and 
whetber they hud btH’*n able to lay their hand** on the exact flaw in the 
akechiuiism which led to the accident and the ^teps the Government propose 
to take for preventing the n'currence of these accidents. 

Some of the stops that haTe already K^en taken have Ueeu outlined in 
the Presw communique; one of these i-i the slowing down of the speed; 
another is the avoidance of racing; the third is the check imposeil by PoHc© 
patT<ds to find out that the spe^ limit is not exceedwl; and intensified 
tbo gtange to see that no flaws are allowed to go undetected. 
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Let US see what the Government do on receiving the report from tho 
police. Then if we find that we are not satistie<l eitlier with the asoet'* 
Uiinment of the causes of fhe accident as made out hy the Government on 
he strength id tlie expert evidence that they are taking or with the 
jrtMjautions taken by the (ioverument to prevent the recurrence of these 
iccidents, or with the control in the garage and in the office or with the 
itmrs of work which are assigned to the lalmurers or with the psycholojri- 
;a1 causes that might have led to the accident— if we aie not satisfied with 
my erf these findings, it would be ojien for us to raise the matter again, 
mt t(Mlay it is in the nature of a case under investigation. (Sj,

oduy by appointing nou-otficial em|uir> (Moumitlee we (‘anm»t lio|w t 4 > 
rhieve anything^. At any rate wa* ought to >e<' w'hat the (tovernmeni in 
loing- — what is the result of the iu\(vstigation earned cm by the (iovern- 
aeiit ; and if we arc* not satisfied with that if may be* time enough to raise 
he question agniin on tlie floor of the* Ifouso and tf> move for the ajipoint- 
aenf of a rommittee whi<*h would more fully into tin* matter and which 
rould give more satisfactory account of the cause of the accident. 

I would again appeal, therefore, that while the* object of the resolution 
as been servml b\ focusMUg the attention of the (jovc*rument on the pro* 
lund public feeling that has been agitated by the occurrence and the 
ecc'.ssity (»n the part of tin* Government to take* all pTucticjible steps to 
revent the recurrence of (his aecub‘nt, I would hope that this might be 
uisideref] for the time being as a eloped chapter ami w<* ought not to pn»s#» 
)r the aocepiam^e of the non>ofiicia) resolution which woui<l simply com- 
licate matters ami nostpone the re\«*latuMi of the actual lauses that might 
ave led to the accident.

(Dr. Hikknoiix Kt .viah (’h \ i i i-.hji.k : Belonging to 
that c'omjkany y t Dfi.M P i*. not a ( onipany. Hut we are not going \o 
say that lK‘<’ause tlie driver could riot dcteit it and lie was not negligent, 
because the ])(i.M.lb examiner! ami did not find an\ dejeet, therefore, there 
would be no further emjuiry into the mutter. What the tJovernment is doing 
is this. The Forensic l.,abnratory has not yet l>eeri able to give an\ opinion 
whether the tvre a.s if was was iirisuitahle for Isoiring the load of the froiit 
wheel of a double-decker. The )i»ad on each wheel in front of a rloubie- 
derker i.s 25 tons and this siy,e of tyn* is used »»ii the front wheel. Thin 
enquiry involves absolutely tecdiniral kiowbulge. The Police wdio are 
enquiring cannot also give any opinion. We underst.ind from the Pre*tA 
rejMirt that they are examining persons who are cnmjietent to speak -^ wdio 
are exjKTts in onler to fiml nut the cause —the catwe of the accident lM*tng 

known — p<*rforation in the txre has been found out by the Foreiisic LaWi- 

rator\ — all the emjuiry that has to be done has to be done as spef*dilv as 
possible — without losing any time - how did that i|H*rforution afipear f^ierc 
and what precautirm we have got !«» take -W'hat examination of the lyren 
which are going k» be used has to In* made in order to rtei* that such nn 
accident dor's riot fMr-cur on account of a concealed perfonition. 1 think fhat 
all that i,«» necessary. That is the enquiry which Ims got to Im* done in 
res|n*cf of this bus accident of the 2bth June. This jm a very important 

matter, a serious matter. The (tovernment cnnnoi ]MmsibIy shirk their 

responsibility in the matter ami their rert|Hmi*ibiHty to the jieople and 
Iherefort it i# their iuiereat to find out what wa« the cau^e of apfiearanee of 
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a concealttd perforation — whether that hiod of lonrealtM] perforation may be 
in utlo'i' tyroH also — and what precautions have to be taken to see that such 
tyres are not used. 

Now, Sir, will you tell me that any of us however learned we may be — 
any of the meinhers ot this House belonging to the different group — are 
coitipet<*nt enough to go into this highly technical ijUCstion and help any 

emjuiryy I am putting tliat {jue>tion before iny tiicnds. We want an 

imtnediate erojuin. fa’t the empuiy bo conijih-ted as earls as possible. 

I4*t the lacst experts do it. And when we get the report we ‘>hall be able 
to Hay “no, yon have nf»t doiu* this, ym ha\a* not dom* that. >ou could Imve 
dom* that”. Hut today when the cause is known, thf^ deleft has been found 
otit, remaining portion of the einjuiiv w highly teidiriical. | am 
uftaid that we in this House are not competent to thiow any light 
and to help Hueh an empiiry by becoming members of that committee, I 
raise this (piestion because of th<5 shortness of time alloited and because the 
langimge of the resolution doew not bring in tlw*se mattt'rs about obli(|ue 
handle, ttboul overwork, etc. About oxercrowating of buses, etc., my 
friends know that I am one of those who are alwav.s insisting that the 

lessening of tlie overcrowding is the one paramount dut\ of tlie Tian-^Kirt 
iX'partnient . Hut this re.s(duti(»n does not bring in ihoso consnb rations 
and wo ought not to take up the time of tin* House oNor them. 

With these Ruhniissions I say that iny friends will not jiress for an 
enquiry by a Ixidy which apparently fuinnot possibl\ hi>lp in tlie matl»‘r. 


The Hon’ble Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: I join with the other memiiers 
t)i both sides of the House in expressing mir legret at the aiaident that 
hapf)ene(l wlio'li ri'sulted in (h(‘ dt'.iih fd iw<> peisojis aiul inpiis several 
others. It is [lerfeelty ('orre<‘t to think that :n sneh ( .ises wt* laiinot allow’ 
the u<‘('iderit to pass unnotn'cd. J will therefmr (ell vnu what step w’e 
have lieen taking but liefoie ] do so I w.mld like n ^iva- u reiord .>f the 
case. 

On the Jl)th June, J!)>t), at about 4-4 » p in. a doubU'-decker bus 
No. llld of No. J routi' was pioeeeiling o\er the I .li.i Hrnlge lowirds 
Paikpara. Jlie passenger.s of the bus and (dlier witnesses to the acenlen^ 
reported that the bus was moving at a speed var\ing aetording to difftreiit 
nqiorts betwaam 1» and ‘J • miles per hour. U4uf»‘ .it the toji of lie- loidge 
there wa.s a loud bursting sound he.ird by the witnesses aceompanM-d bv a 
heavy jerk. When the I\>]ice arrived at the Mime witliin abo"* twenty 
minutes of tlie aceident the,v .saw .1 w uh* optMiing on the corrugatml tin 
fencing of the bridge. The double-decker bus had skd down uml w is buind 
over the niilway trai'k lielow in an upsob' down condificti, the wheeK being 
alxive. The Fire Brigade, the State Transport Staff were there within half 
an hfiur of the accident. The passiuigers of the lais wen* rcscut’d b\ the 
local jwmple, by the hire Brigade offieeis and the State 'Ir.oisjjorT <^aff 'nd 
were removed to the H. (t. Kar Hospital. Tweniv-fi\e passt'uger* w'ere 
taken to the hospital. Fight juir.sons im lading Ihe dr-v, r .>( tie* bn. .-re 
dy:»ssed and discharged. One ]>assengcr ibed in th* hospital soon after 
adminxion and ten others including the romluctor of tin* bus were admitted 
for ttHmtineut. One of the patients adniitteil to the Hospital subsi^fpgoitlv 
died. Therip were ffve female pa.HHengerH and two Imys. Of these three 
women nod one boy were detained in the hospital. 
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[4-30--4-40 p.m.] 

Th«r*? oue man who was unitltmtified in the Wginning because h« wa* 
unconscious*. He had, however, regained consekmsuess afterwards and wa® 
able to answer questions. Those of the passengers who could answnr 
questions were interrogated by the police and the result of the interrogation 
ift what I have just mentioned. 

The front left tyre had burst ; the ImhIv of the bus was badly <biinaged> 
It was lifted up with a railway crane. The tyre and tube of the left front 
wheel were taken charge id 1>\ the police for further examination. The 
tyre in que>uon was of Duuhip make. J may luenliou hert^ the fiw’t which 
Mr. (fupta had referred that all our purchases are made on the advice of 
the Director-deneral of Supplies in l)|flhi. All our purchases are made 
through him because generally we get Jtl to lo per cent, ubatc if we pur- 
chu'ie through the Director-(ienera) and aUo lie has got a grouj) of expert 
start who can give us their expert opinion, 'lyres were purchased eithor 
from Dunlop or Firestone --that is the usual vH\steiii. The tyre in question 
w'Hs of Dunlop make. The lyre had <lone d(bdl ) miles when it was sent to 
Messrs. Tyresole'i, Ltd., an expert firm of inlernaf ional rej>uta,lion. The 
usual procedure wdiieh they follow that if they find a iiartieular tyre after 
retreading is not very suitable for such purpose they refuse to do anything 
to it, bei'aiise the\ have to guarantee a new life after retreading whicn 
would ls» as good as the original tyre. After retreading the lyrt* w'eut for 
S,dl7 miles when there was a puncture and the tyre was taken ott’ and afti^ 
necessary attention it was put on the double-ilecker on the ‘Jml April, Irtob, 
itn the left front wheel and was u«ed there with(»ut interruption either duo 
to puncture or otherwise till the date of the accident. It liad oovered 
lbSJ4 inilo when the accident took jdace. Therefore the total number of 
miles covered l>y tin* rctreadeil tvie was 18,*J41 miles. We have a history 
of (‘Very tyre tliat is purchased and some of the retreated t\re had run not 
or 15,t)()() miles, as my friend Dr. Chatterjee has said, but over 
OnjiiH) or <10,000 miles, (Sj. .Ivoiisn JovUjiKu: Is the guarantee 
iiro-jMMtive of the load:-') I am talking of the average bus.^ Tliere have 
lieen many I’ases in which thc.se tyr<\s hav** lasted (>0,000 or <(J,000 rnilcti. 
The tyre was inspected in a normal routine way at intervals of four to flvo 
days. 

Dr. Banerjce has given you th(‘ dates on whic h they wm^ insperled and 
he was told that he had gom? up to the lOlh June but did not say af>out 
20th. The gap was filled by Mr, (fupta’s statement that on the morning 
of 20th one olln-r driver called Pa! had takeii the bus out and be mad« a 
statenH*!! t , when he took the bus out for a moinnig trip, that he found this 
engine, tyre, jiressure and everything all right and when he handed over 
the bus at about one o'clock in tie* alteinoon to the driver of the unfortu- 
nate bu-^ he hai(i that the eonditiun wa^ ahsfdutely all right when he handed 
it over. 

Sir. in this connection I may refer to one jioint incidenlallv Invcauiie a 
jwint has been made out that these drivers are sometimes made to work 
for more than 8 hours which is tt»c normal periorl of work of an ordinary 
officer and the argument was put forth that when a man is tired he may 
not be ▼cry careful as to w hat he is doing. In thi® particular ease the man 
Rtart^ driving at l.4o and the aicidetit happened at 4.4o, so that there was 
no question of liis l>eing tired out or of our thinking that this particular 
incident might have hapjiened bwause of the man being over-worked. A 
small perforation was noticed in the plies of the tyre when it was examined 
by the Forensic Laboratory. Dr. Chatterjee made a great capital out of it— 
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know what Dr. Sen haH said". All that he said is, what Mr. Gupta 
has said and 1 may repeat, that there was a perforation. He found that 
there was a puncture itt the plies of the tyre, but there was no indication 
of the puncture l>eing on the outer thread. No human l)eing therefore 
could neter inside the tyre and find out whether there as a leak or a likely 
leak iiH some might think. The Foren.sir Laboratory has not yet been able 
to give us its opinion whether the tyre as it was was unsuitable for bearing 
the load of the front whecd of a double-decker. They have not got some 
of the instruments; they are trying to get them. 

The load on each wheel in the front of a double-decker is almut tons 
and this size of tyre is us(»<l in the front wheel according to the recommenda- 
tions of the iimiiufat'turerH. From the document and daily report cards 
maintained, the police found that fhere was no adverse rejM)rt about the 
tyre on the Ibth instant and no record of comj)laint was made by the driver 
a^ut the tyre. Sir, it is the usual rule that each driver when he goes out 
with a l)UH gets a form at the time of his taking over and he returns that 
form filled in after completion of his duty and in it he puts down any 
defect wdiicli he has found in the vehicle during (he j»eriod of his steward- 
ship. 

Two of the injured persons, namely, Provush ('handra Mukherjee of 
54 Puikparu Hoad and Kuluda Kanta Sanynl (»f 22 dA Sre4‘nath Mukherji 
l 4 ine, succumlK*d to the injuries, and as 1 have said, we regret their death. 
The others are progressing. The post-mortem report savs that thc^ deceased 
persons died of shock and haemorrhage. The cost f>f tlie treatment of the 
j)ersons detained in the hosnital including sjSHual medicines, diet and fruits, 
etc., are being borne by the State Transport Department. One passenger 
went of his own to Suklal , Karimni Hospital and is being treated there ut 
State expense. These persons are lieing treated ut present at (lovernmeut 
expense in different hospitals of the city and onlers ha\e been i.ssucd that if 
there are any mechanical appliances necessary in a particular case, the same 
would be supplied free of cost. 

Now, the bursting of a tyre is not a new phenomenon. Only the other 
day we lost our Minister, S. K. Ibisu, although he uas travelling in a new 
oar with a new tyre ami what is known as tultt*h*ss tyre which is not 
supposed to puncture, yet it had hurst ami he wu> killed: so also was bis 
Personal Assistant. Oniimirily, even at the bursting of the lyre an acci- 
dent d(n»s not hapjien. ft so happened that on three occasions the tyre of 
my car hurst when my car ns going at a mte of 45/50 miles an hour, but 
in every one of the cases we were saved because there was sufficient room. 
The accidents hapi>ened in Barraokport* Trunk Hoad and in the Grand Trunk 
Road and there was enough room for my car to steady itself — to slow down 
the speed — and stop altogether before any accident could hapjien. 


[4-4(1 — 4-50 p.m.) 

Sir, in this particular case, from all accounts, the left front wheel t 3 rre 
burst and the bus got on to the rnisetl pavement of the bridge, then burst 
through the corrugated tin fencing and went down the railway track. The 
accident was very iinf(»rtunate. Thi« accident was not caused by any 
collision with any other vehicle, it was not causwl by fast driving — that 
has been definitely ascertained — there were hardly many vehicles on the 
way to obstruct the journey of the bus. The only thing that hapf>ened 
was that the tyre got burst and the accident followed. The police is etill 
iiKTettigatiiig into the cate. They have already made eome inveetigatioa 
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tai «re tokmg evidence from other e^rt« and until this i» done, Oovem* 
ment will not be in a position to determine the cause of the accident and. 
wliat IS much more imimrtant, determine the stei>« that are to he taken to 
stop recurrence of such accidents us also other matters connected with thia 
accident. 

Sir, many ullejfatious have been mude—chartn's have lu*en made— about 
the ^ans^rt service lu the course of discussion of this case by meiuliera of 
the M'f^islaturc. 1 am also aware that some i>f the imiJers also have cxproMed 
fairly strongly on this jKiiut. 1 can assure evervltmlv that 1 f^l m 
strongly as anyone of them, the only difference l>euig that those who hay# 
expressed strongly and written strongly - their informutitm is very weak 
and uneertaiu, they have jum]»ed to conclusions because they have not’ got all 
the information. 

Sir, it ha.s been stated that the Tyrt* Suoervisor in the Lake iViwt knowi 
nothing about tyres as lie was jiromotefl from the post of liejmt Cashier. 
In the depot we have got lb persons for maintenarue of tyres- three Tyre 
Sub- Inspectors, lour Tyremen and nine Tyre Mates and lb»vs. One of the 
Tyre Sub-1 nspet tors joined the depot a, s ‘Depot (’ashler, but as he wan 
intelligent and suitable for outdoor work, he was taken over to the Tyre 
Seetuui and was trained by Dunlops and was appointed as Tyre Sub-1 nsjHTtor, 

I d(i not think there is anything wrong in giring oiiporfunity to any pf*rsoii 
it he (an better Ids prospects. Kver\ member of this Tyre j>ersonnel ia 
Indued and some have received training from the Tyre (\>ini»urdeH wlio send 
their inspectors to advise on maintenance, 

.\nother allegation that has been made is that diesel buses are tiiorO 
dangerous than petrol buses. I was siinjily aghast at this suggestion of 
Sj. (ianesh Ghosh. 1’his, to say the least, is a most unscientific observa- 
tion. Diesel buses and other heavy diesel vehieies liave practically replaced 
petrol vehicles in all parts of the world that I know of on account of the 
economy of their operation. Sir, everybody knows that unbyrnt fuel 
wdiich contains carbon monoxide is likely to cause Inmble and it is aljK> 
true that diesel engines probably emit a little larger (piantity of carbon 
monoxide than the petrol engine bus<‘s, but, if that had Im^ci! dangeroua, 
all the j>ers^:>iis that are now being fr:dni‘d in diesel engines all over lb© 
country wimld ha\e died long ag(». Ihftnlfay <’ily buses are dn*s(*l bysoj), 
All London buses are diesel buses. Jn fact, th(*s<‘ di»’s»*! buses have be>eti 
develoj)ed to such an extent that they are as .safe to inainH*uvre and «top 
as any petrol vehicle could possiidy U*. The onI\ <yne point that you have 
got to en.sure is that the man is [irojierly trained for such vehiclcH. If they 
Were more dangerous, then they would not have Isum adopted in big 
transport undertakings. 

Another allegation that has been made is that State buses have no 
brakes. I have beard it two or three times. Let im- tell the story behind 
it. All the heavy diesel buses are fitted with tin* most powerful air or 
vacuum brakes that are in use in I/ondon transf»ort. Perhaps no other 
transfmrt vehieies in Calcutta have such efficient l»rak«’ system. They are 
al^ fitted with hand-brakes. The lighter vehicles, however, are fitted 
with a hydraulic as well as a hand-brukf» except in the ease of a few- Chevro- 
let vehicles which we purchased in lfMiS-41). The original gear-W»x of the 
Chevrolet vehicles, after conversion with diesel engines, had to Vh* replaced 
by a stuHier model of gear-liox of another make. The original hand-brake 
could not 1 ms operatfMi with the new gear-box, but us these vehicles have 
iti^ng hydraulic foot-brakes which are reipilarly tested and which every 
driver examines before taking out the vehicle, there is very little reaoon 
to apprehend danger from such vehiclea. It is perhaps not ordinarily 
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known that a hand-brake is not so ejOfoctlTe as a foot-brake in an accident 
because a hand-brake operates only on the two rear tyres whereas a normal 
brake operates on all tne four tyres. 

Sir, the system of rewarding drivers has been attacked. Sir, there is 
a diBerence and I ho]>e that my hiend will appreciate the difference. There is 
the ordinary commission system where a man does get his usual lower scale 
aalary and the remainder he geU as salary' according to the number of 
passengers carried whereas in our case it is not so. It has been alleged 
that they make undue halts (tu the route to collect passengers and then 
drive recklessly to make up for the loss of time. It may be stated here 
that after the orders were issued not tr> exceed a speed of iiiile-^ per hour 
which were puldished in the press, the drivers liavt* soiiietimes been 
coerced llirough threat of a-^s.mlt or acuta! a^s.uilt by pa.ssengers who do 
not appH'ciate shjw vehicles. Drivers are given rewards on .satisfying the 
following (‘onditions when tlo* earning (»f the vehicle reaches a certain 
level, vir.. regular attendance, gcaal driving, :il)seiice of any accident and 
punctuality in maintaining the (ime-schedule, subject U) ndaxation up to a 
reiiHOualde limit in un.ivfodalde cases. Tin* idea of gi\ing rewards to 

drivers is to encourage jairn tu.ility .and gO(»d drning as well as to create 

an incentive in picking up jiasscngers. This system uas introduced as 

romplaiiifs were received that dri^ers did not wait to pick uji passengers 

nt tlie stops and showed no interest in the punctual running of vehicdes. 
There aro a numl»er uf tiine-clnu k pm’nfs on the routes when* the nrrival of 
each vehiede is noted and if any vtdnrle arrives in advance, it is detained. 
Late running is al.st> rejM^rted to the headtpiarters. 

Sir, the next point tlmt has betui raised is alMiiit the (jiiestion of making 
drivers work eleven hours insi«*a(l of eiglit hours I h ive aln*;nl\ referred 
to the fact that so far as the ref(*reuce of this }>artieulur p(vnit to the aeei- 
deiit issiM* is concerned, it has no conma'iion Iteeause the man was only 
driving for tw'o hours. Tins alleviation is hase<j on a iinsundei standing of 
the wliole position. In the <‘ase of a driver or a < (>nductor employment m 
not continuous as m the casr of a worker in a fac tory for whom eight-hour 
rule has been laid down b\ l.iw . The case of a driver is different. If a 
driver takes out a vtdneh*. he is not continuously working or driving for 
eight hours, but he* gets resi at the terminus for 'iome time l>efore his turn 
for the next trip arrives.

Lnder ‘icetion Oa of the Motor Vehicle** A(’t the hours of work for a driver 
have been tixcal at not more' than !) hours in niit' da\ or not more than ’>4 
hour.** in the wet'k. Tlii- pre-ciilnal pt'nod of work i.s exclusive of an\ 

period of re*5t which i** defin(*d as any time sjient by the driver on or near 

the vehiede wlien it is at rest, when he i** nt liberty to leave the vehicle for 
rest and refreshment although required to remain within the sight of the 
vehicle. The work of a driver or conductor should, therefore, be 
distinguished from that of a factory worker and legally the period when be 
is not askml to remain on the vehicle or do un\ thing in connection there- 
with. after the vehicle reaches the terminus, cannot U* regarded m period 
of work. The time schedule of the State buses has l>een ho devued that 
eneh driver does not get ,‘decring duty for more than 6 to TJ hours and the 

spread over is gouerally aiumt an hour and a half or two hours at the 

utmost. There are exceptional circumstances when due to accident or 
otherwise the driver mar he detained for longer periods but such cases 
have been exempted umJer the Act from the operation of the normal rule 
about duty hours. Special consideration is however shown in such oases. 
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present metlaods of tyre rndnienance which are baaed on recognised 
practioefl are being followed with necessary attention; only when the 
mveatigation is complet^ it will be possible to decide in what way the 
practices should be revised. This does not mean that no steps have bean 
taken to prevent recurrence of such accidents. One important step which 
has l>©en taken by the State TransjMtrt is to divert a!) its heavy buses via 
Belgachia Bridge. 

Drivers are at full liberty not to accept vehicle alH)ut which they have 
any complaint till the complaint is rectified. Vehicles are detaim*d as a 
matter of fact for further examination when a driver has made a eomplaint. 
Tyres are changed in the Depot as soon as they are found to Ik* of doubtful 
strength. There is no dearth of new tyres in the l><»jK)t. It is not to the 
interest of any party to take out a vehicle with a doubtful tyre, as if any 
breakdown occurs on the road during service, the tyre will have to l>a 
changed there by the Breakdown Squad and the driver will not be exempted 
from running his full shift. 

l^astly, an allegation has been made that nobody looks after the service. 
There are check joints on the routes as well as the terminal iK)ints at which 
the movements of the vehicles are recorded and any irr<*gulari(y in the 
movements is brought to the notiee of the Truflii* otfiee by forwarding the 
time sheets. Moreover, tin* whole operational area has he<*n <livide<l into 
zones and in each zone there are Inspectors w^ho go round and check the 
movement of the vehicles, correct any irregulurit> of service, inH|»eol the 
passengers’ tickets ami reports any hrearli of the traffic regulations or any 
instances of misbehaviour by the dri^er.s or the conductors to the Traffic 
.Siiperintemleiit. Then' is a hieriircliN of .su|K*rvisory officers ulxive the 
zonal lnspect()rs who go round throughout the whole |>eriml of o{>erationii 
and give approjinate iu.struction on the spot if anything goes wrong. A 
larg«* inimber of points (ui the* routes are connected hy telephone with the 
njierational lieadtjuarters at Mission Ib'w when* there is always a eenior 
officer available to whom all kimK of difficulti<‘s on the routes. <*.g., any 
troulde with jiassengers or with |K*deHtrians, areidents, breakdowns or 
necessity for i>olice h<*lp. any mifoeeedenfeil rise in tniffie refjuiniig more 
velnrles, necessity for diversion of routes f»ii aeeount of prm’essions and 
other obstruction, etc., are reported for instructions. This otlit'er is in 
touch with the jM))ice headiiuarters at Lalbazar. This conind room remains 
open till the last vehicle has gone hack to the Dejiot. All operational 
changes whic'h are re<|uired in any particular situation are decided at the 
control room hy the officer in charge. 

(foverninent have noticed that the numU'r of accidents cioticerning 
vehicles of all kinds has increased in (’alcutta and have decidml to take 
several measures to ensure greater safet.v on the streets. There have been 
explained in a Press Note which was issued on the June laat. Orders 
have l>een issued to reduce the s|>eed limit of public service vehicles to 
2+5 miles, of lorries to 20 miles and of other vehicles to ItO miles jwr bour. 
The speed of public service vehicles on bridges has lieen restricted to 10 
miles. Overtaking of other motor vehicles when in motion on roods or 
bridges by transport vehicles has lieen prohibited. A special squad of 10 
Sergeants is, l>eing created to check the speed of motor vehicles and to 
detect breaches of the traffic regulations. To meet the rush daring peak 
hours the State Transport Authorities hare lieen asked to place odaitional 
buses in service. The small training schfx>l of the State Transport is being 
enlarged for giving refresher courses to drivers and train new dneers wiw 
up-to^ate appliances. Each driver in the State Transport has been given 
a copy of instructions telling him what he ought to do or ovoid doing while

to be two punitive measures directed against the ordinary members of the 
Grain Sabha. I can understand that the Gram Panehayat is reconstituted 
when it seems to be recalcitrant but I cannot understand wh> it should l>e 
superstnled and that also for one year and then extended to two years. I 
cannot visualise any situation in which u (iram Sabha liecomes i n com |»e tent 
to re-elect any Gram Panehayat or Anchal Panehayat. Why these two 
measures are contemplated that they ini^ht l>e siij>erse<led and that might 
be for two yeurs? What can be the situation? Does it mean that the 
entire Gram Sabha, that is, the villagt'rs living within the village— Gram 
or Anchal — the entire village community has Iwrome so hojielessly hostile 
to the Government or to development measures that the Minister cannot 
contemplate that there can lie any flection during the period of one year 
or even two years—l cannot understand it? Perhaps, the Minister will 
imniediately quote chapters from U.P., from C.P,, or from Madras even. 
Sir, bearing him all these, days this has been clear to me at least that the 
Minister has snc(»«sfu11y proved that in their contempt for the people, in

provinces where also the Congress rule they have passed this sort of 
legislation. Their Act also contains these sorts of clauses. It means that 
be wants to prove and he has successfully established that the hatred against 
democracy, contempt for the people and love for the executive and bureau- 
cracy is rampant w'herever the Congress rules including this province of 
West Bengal— -that he has succesfully proved. Then also he sometimes 
quotes the Union Board Act which was jmssed some 311 years buck during 
me British i>eriod. He wants to prove that his is no worse than the British 
regime. Moreover, we are amused t^) see that his present performance is no 
worse than his past perfonnance in the last four or five years in the 
Municipal Act or the Calcutta Corporation Act. He is the author, these 
are his offsprings. (The Hon’hle Iswae Das Jalan: No, 1 was not 
the author ot the Calcutta Municipal Act nor the author of the Bengal 
Municipal Act.) He wants to say “that my present offspring does not 
look worse than my past one c»r even dtws not look worse than the British 
creation of Municipal Act and the Union Board Act.” Sir, this he has 
l>e€n able to prove successfully. 1 cannot undersland, Sir, where does he 
get this distrust 4)f the j>eople from, their ability to conduct elections and 
their ability to select the best personnel. Perhaps, the Minister thinks 
after seeing the general election of the A.ssemhiy and tlie liok Suhha that 
these people are so stu])id as to return them tf> |K»wer, that these laniple 
cannot lie trusted with much more power. In (bat case I may have some 
sympathy for him that these electorates were so foolish as to ndurn this 
(foveinment to j)ower for two successive peri(»ds. Of course, Mr. Julun 
j)erbaps a liberal thinker and perhaps as an independent thinker thinks 
that this electorate ciinnot he trusted wuth such vast measures as the eliKi- 
tioii ot the (fram Panchayat. Well, I can sympathise with him in that. I 
also think that jierhaps the electorate of Bengal ur»* not so wise in their 
selection hut even then I differ from him in this. I think even tlieii they 
should he given power so that by trials and by errors they cun come to the 
right conclusion and come to scdect the right kind <»f ptHjple, the right sort 
of peojile to conduct the affairs. 

Sir, I tiiiii so mauv <‘he<*ks and l^alaiu es against the Am lial Panchayat — 
so many checks and f>alaiices if they do this oi that. All his arguments 
have htvn like this. It they do this what mu Ik* tin* checks and lmiaiie4»ii. 
Every lime he thinks (d oht‘ck.s and balances ag:on*‘l the electcnl repre.senta- 
tives hut has he ever thought alKiuf checks ami hahinces against tlie execu- 
tive authority, against the bureaucra<*y y Are tlijL*y infallible, Do they' 
not commit mistakes uml lor that what are the < hecks and balances ? 
Ultimately, the Divisional ('ommishioiier is the lust .irhiter of judgment. 
1 think the re|M)sitory of all powers, of all seiine of justice is ultimately 
the people and whenever there is this sort of mistakes and errors creeping 
in ultimately you have got to rely not on the official executive authority 
but on the p^ple, on their good sense, on their faimeM, on their choice 
and on their judgment in selecting the proper sort of people. Ultimately, 
they are the authority, they are toe repository of all powers and whenever 
there is any difficulty, w’henever there is an impasse, whenever we cannot 
solve it we have got ultimately to depend upon them hut there is the fui^a- 
mental difference between us and the Minister and the (iovernment. They 
have got a different outlook, they have got a different idea, they cannot 
depend on the people, they cannot depend on the judgment of the electorate. 
They have got to depend more on the bureaucracy. 1 do not know when 
this sort of ideology has crept into their mind.

‘'Uiitleii death in harness ot our esteemed |M»pular (iuvernor. Dr. HafOndra 
Coomar Mookerjae has left a void not only in the public life of West Hengul 
but also iu the all-India sphere. Hv his unicjue qualities of bead and heart, 
bv his Wide catholic outlook on all (luestions. political, wniah culture!, 
{‘(ononiic and religious, there is no denying the fact that he endearea 
hini'idf to all svetions of the people. A* a true liWral (Miristian in our 
set ular Slate, he has, hy hi.s high principles and practical applir^iticm of 
thnie principles, proved t(» a sceptic woihl the virtues of tolerance, harmony 
aiul ( o-ojieration. Ihirn and educated in a middle-f lass (.'hristian family, 
tniiii the \eiy hegiiiiiiug he (diose the profession ot teai'hing and ser\'ed th« 
('altutta riiiver^ity in various cajnu ities, us Professor oi Knglish Literature, 
:m Insperlcr ct I'tdieges. as Secretary ot the Post-Ciraduate Council of Arte, 
and, lastls, .is (’liamellor ot the riuversit> As a teaiher ami ediiciitionist 
he all along iii his life evinced keen interest for the uplift of the eouditions 
(tf the teafliiiig protession and contributeil greatly to raising the .statue of 
!ea< liers h\ ins sn('ceH**ful career as a tea(du‘r (iovernor of the Stale of Went 
Kengal. lLiiC'»dl ludongiiig tn a middle-class familx and x^ilh c<frnplete 
contentment of Ins lot ns a teacher, he had all along in his life practically 
vieinonstrated how t<» live a life of plain living and high thinking. At thft 
same time he set betore his eountrymen and others an examjde of a churituble 
frame of niiml, and his munificent lontfibution and donation to the CaJeuita 
Tniversify to the extent of Ks. lo lakhs out of his saving of iiiciuue aa a 
teacher during the course of his life is unpreredente<i in the annals of any 
Indian Universitv. 

As a true r'hristian he never let his left hand know what his right hand 
did, and as a matter of fait maii> of his countrymen not till recently ha<i 
the remotest idea oi his life-long princely charity in the caujH* of his dear 
nlma mafer.

ladian nation. Ah the Vice-President of the Constituent Aaeembly he was 
Me to realise his dream by mahing the Indian Chrutian oonununity a part 
and parcel of the great Community of races witWut claiming any special or 
sejiarate privileges encouraged under the British regime, thereby setting 
an example to other minority communities, and set the hand of clocS 
innly against fissipurous tendencies in the political life of India. 

Ah the first oonstitutional Governor after the Legislatures of West 
Bengal were formed under the Republican Constitution of India be had 
undoubtedly left an ideal as to what are the duties and responsibilities 
of a popular Governor under our new democrat ir Constitution. By his 
slupendouH response to the call of the people, irrespective of caste, creed, 
colour or orpinisation, be spared no pains to attend all functions and guide 
the people by bis sound, independent, wise and fearless adviie. As 
Governor his memorv’ will ever be enshrined in the hearts of the pe(»ple of 
WsHt Bengal for bis championing the cause of the sick and the suffering, 
particularfy for the relief of the victims of the disease of tulierculosis. In 
the raising of the Deshhandhu Memorial, Darjeeling, for alleviating the 
suffering of the T,B.-afife<*ted people of tlie bill distriits of West Bengal, 
aud for his efforts for establishment t>f an Afteiware T.B. Colony for thd 
people afflicted by this disease, his contribution# will remain unforgettable 
chapters in the history of West Bengal. In bis endeavour io raise funds 
fr(»m the ]mblic for these two noble causes, be has undoubtedly -struck a

Tht Hon’illt Iswir Oat ialaa : Sir, I Have beard the criticitm of certi^ 
aspecU of this clause by honourable members of the 0|>poaitioQ, I witk 
to say at the outset that the question of justice it a very intricate queetion* 
There are two opinions on principle with regard to this affair. The firat 
is that those who have to administer justice should not be elected officers^ 
but they should be apwinted oflicers so that they may be able to do juatice 
imi>artially and they have not to depend on the votes of the people over 
whom they have to administer justice. The other view is that jmiple who 
enjoy the confidence of the entire people over whom they have to 
administer justice, they should elett thoi^ people who have to adininitter 
justice. I may say that the judicial opinion of jud^ as well as those who 
are entitled to say something aUmt jurisprudence is against these elected 
I'anchayats to administer justice. What we have provided is that it should 
he elec'ted by the people in an indiret't fashion instead of a direi’t fashion. 
Till* Anclud Fanchayat nhould nominate five Panrhaynts and it will ensure 
liint so far as those Panrh/tynts are ('oncern<*d, even for re-election the^ have 
g<it to seek suffrage of the entire p<*onle over whom they may have vartou# 
occasions to administer justice. Wlieiiever PunrJutyats are there, iho 
peiiple who are affected — their iiunilH*r may he very large — their cases may 
have t(» he decided hy them. Naturally if they have to .seik re-election, 
the rhaiices are that they may not tu- able to administer justice M 
impartially as the\ should do. As a compromise between the two judicial 
principles we have adopted this device that let the Pnnrhnyai he elected 
and not nominated by the (lovernment hut let them be elected by the 
Ancfuil Panrhayat that is in an indirect fashion so that we may have a 
compromise between the two principles and see as to how it w^orks. 

Naturally there is a good deal of difference of opinion on this iasue 
evtui in the different States. In some of the Stai<*s these Panchayati are 
elected indirectly; in some of the States they are elected directly. In tom^ 
of the States where the election is direct and they are actually trying cate# 
there are diff(*rent methods of nomimiting them. As a matter of fact, in 
1 .P at first the provision was that the .^arpanrh would elei-t the Panchayot 
to administer the Act and each party w'ould elect one repr< s<Mitfttive on tb^ 
Panrluiyat . In the retent umemhnent of 19o5 wliat they have done U 
that the Prescribed Authority shall nominate mit of a panel of al^mt 
and they have given this authority to the Prescribed Authority. As yet I 
should sav there is a deal oi difference of. opinion on this issuo as to 

how to aaraiiiister juntict' Wst and different States are trying in a different 
fashion. We have adopted this procedure. We shall wait and see as to 
how this piTK’edure worts. 

With regard to the question raised h.v mv friend Shri Bankim Kukberji 
that by the amendment of Shri Gopika Bifas Sen a carious situation wul 
develop unlw there is an arnendment in the later clause. T do not envisage 
any such difficulty. “Not more than one authority" does not mean that 
there should be one Panchuiyat in every village — thatf is not so. From the 
entire area the Anrfuil Panrhayat people should select five p^ple who are 
exjw‘ctcd to administer justice impartially in that area. What we have 
provided is if the number of the villages be more than five, not more than 
one should be elected from each village in ordejr to give opportunity to as 
many villages as possible, but that does not mean that from every village 
there must be a Paneb. But if ibe number he less we have allowed this 
provision. Therefore I do not envisage any difficulty so far as the drafting 
is concerned. * * 


Om of the questions raised is — why 
"gaenoyot or Anchal Panrhayat cease to be 


should a member of the Oram 
each if he be appomted to 
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Nyaya Panchayat? The reason is obvious. Under the Constitution we have 
separated the judiciary from the executive. Therefore the moment a 
member becomes a member of the judiciary he should be separated from 
the exe<'utive. That is the present policy. hat we have provided is to 
ffive them freer scope for selection of proper people for the Nyaya 
Panchayat. 

One of the (juestioas raised is that it should be under the jurisdiction 
of the Hi^h ('ourt. It will be under the jurisdiction of the High Court. 
Whenever tlo-re is a judicial tribunal the High Court exercises jurisdic- 
tion. Theref(»re the High Court will have jurisdiction over these 
Panrhnyaii. 

I have dealt with why we have put in indirect (deetion. There is a 
difference of opinion in different .States. In Jhimbay and A.ssam there is 
indirect election; in some States, there is direid elei'tion. In some States 
where Hie people are elected, th<* State pre^c^ibes it. As a matter of fa'^t, 
in our union board, out of the memhers of Hi(> union board the Oovemmeiit 
Utk9<l to nominate. There i.s one thing which \ou -should remember that in 
the jireseiit union board system we have concurrent jurisdiction. There- 
fore it is the option of the purt\ either to go to the Panchayat Court or 
to go to the Court. Now we shall give a trial to exidusive jurisdiction iu 
order to vest it with more ]»owers, more auHioritt so that peojile havi* to 
go to these Courts. Therefore we have got to be all the more careful in 
«*leeting the personnel as well as in ’provnling certain safeguards against 
abu.H<' of thf>se ])owers. We have seen that the power of concurrent 
jurisdiction does not inspire that amount of confidence* among the pe‘Ople. 
Some of tile States an* still under concurrent jurisdiction and in some of the 
State’s it has be’ceune e*,\e‘lusivc jurisdiction In I’ 1* it is exclusive; in 
Hilmr it is concurrent. We* bad coiK'urrent since* 1IH9; we have fouml 
that it (leK’s not work. Therefore* w<* have tak»*n to tins ♦*xpe*rim<‘nt and 
therefore we are providing for certain (‘untion with regard to the jicrsonnel. 

I do not think, Sir, there is anything more to say so far as this clause 
is concerned and «*xcepting the amendment of Shri Gopika Hilas Sen Gupta, 
which I ace'ept, I oppe>se the eUher amendments.

Tht Hon'bla tiWir Daa Latins these sections are already in the

Even in the Uttar 
Pradesh there is exclusive jurisdiction given; these sections have b^n given 
to the Pauchayat; and even by the recent amendment which they 

have macfe the> have not excluded the same. I do not think there should 
be any objection to these .sections remaining with the Nyaya Fanchayat. 
Section of the Indian Penal Code means volunlarily causing hurt 
without provocation. Section 334 is voluntarily causing hurt on provoca- 
tion. These are minor offences and when we give the right to try cases of 
causing hurt we cannot exclude one or the other — whether it is with provo- 
cation or without provocation; that must be given to tlie S yaya Fnnrhayn* 
Similarly section 448 relates to house-trespass. This has been given also 
by the Village Local Self-Government Act and also by other Acts. Suppose 
a man enters a house, house trespass is a minor offence and this should he 
tried hy the \jiayu Fanchayat. With regard to sections 430 ainl n(¥l of 
the Indian Penal Oule, the right to deal with them ia not auiomaticall v 
given to the Syaya Fanchayat; these offem'es are not automatically within 
the jurisdiction <»f the Xyaya Fanchayat . If eases under sectioiw 430 and 
500 are instituted before the SulMlivisiona! Gtticer, then the Snhdivirtional 
OtHcer may transfer these cases if he so desires; otherwise not These 
itKHions are also in the Village l.Mical Self-Government Act; similai pmvi- 
•ioBft are there. It is true that sections 430 and •’>(¥» are graver offenees but 
they do not automat ieallv come before the Syaya Fanchayat and it is only 
when the Magistrate* truiisfcrs such cases to it; we must presume that the 
Kagistrate will exercise his discretion before transferring such t ases. T do 
not therefore think that there is un\ groniul for n'asonalde apprehension 
with regard t<» the Syaya Farn hayat dealing with these offeneen

8)* Rtipada Dm; Mr. SfM*ak«r. Sir, the Fanchayat rule is certainly 
a very mouthful expreHsiou and I only wish there were as much substance 
in it as llie name wcaild sUKge^t. But unfortunately in many respects the 
Bill is extremely lea^tionury and cuts at the very root of dtmoi racy. As 
for example, the undefined, omnipotent and omniscient pret»Vrihed 
authority appointed by and actiuff on behalf of the State Govei ninent can 
upset und *innnl anything doi*e b\ a duly constituted Anchal Ftincknyat 
or iirnm Fnnrhuyat. Again, the State Government may, it its (uvn sweet 
will, rcmi vc a mcmlier of a Syaya Fonrhayat, if he refused to ilance to 
its tune What is all this hut smitidiing away with one hand what is 
projMiscd to be given with the other? Can any institution function under 
such serious liaudi<‘aps? The truth is that the people are thought of by 
our }>ojmiui (iovernment as fierpetual minors who require tt> be tunsteutly 
guarded and who must never be allowed to act freely, lest they should run 
wild, llent'e, provision has been made tlmmghoiit the Bill to jnniish 
offences whi<h have been left undefined. Now, anything constitutes an 
offence now-a*duys which is not pleasing to our (’ongress rulers ami there 
are the iioliie, the special ^lolice ami the sjieeial constabulary to arrest 
and haul U]» [leople without any warr.int. lu the Ftinduiyui ]lil] this 
power of anest without warrant lias luen punKised t(‘ be i^ivt-n tn the 
dtifmlnrs und chott'kular.s who not only liave no jiretensiou to Icuining but 
are very often the wi.rst s|>ociinen of humanity in the cuuiitrvside. 
This is not only reactionary but revolting to all our ideas oi dec eucy, 
democracy and elementary right of man. When the big men at the top 
of tile administration stand chargeil with wanton almse and mi^nsi' of 
]KiW‘er, what to think of these rustic, illiterate dafadnrs and 
exereising the powei of airesl on tliinsy or imaginary grmimUr (an 
arrogum'e of govt rumcntal jiower go further?

It ean impose a tax on professitms, trades or (allings liesides tho''r on 
holdings of all tlcnominatious auti dest i iptions. 'l axing and ]t(dicing 
seem to la* the m)U* guiding principle ot our present (it/vernment whose 
mueh-vaunttal ami stdemulv profesMui (Teed is the cstablishnomt <ii a 
welfare State and a socinlivstic pattern t)f society. If this is not hypotiisy, 
what else? And this hvpocrisy appeals in all its nakedness wheit* ptovi- 
sion ha.s been made tor tbe appoimmenl of u Startiary for tin* Andta! 
Fanrhaynt with sweeping ptiwers to lord it over tht* so-called auloimmous 
institution. Not lontent even with this, the Stat«‘ (iovernment i'‘«*ci\es 
the light of thrusting in some ‘special members’ on the electeil IkuIv . i.e,. 
the Anrhitl Fttuvfniyttt . The elear and unmistakable intention of the 
Ciovertiment is to eentralise all |M)vver in theii hands witli a ]iompouH 
(’amouflage of denuMTacy to lu'wilder the people smarting under tiie 
misrule ot a so-calleil popular tiovernment. Beiltg themselves uutnist- 
w’orthy, tliev bu k the m«»ral eouruge to trust the people. With the people 
left out or ignored, what remains of denuMTaiy? A mockery, a tarce, a 
huge hoax sought to K* perimtialed on the people by a jionuiar Government 
which cannot meet their primary needs of food and clothing. An all- 
pet vasive greed — greed of jiower and of gold — baa seized our rulers and the 
sooner they are cured of it tite better ^r all (‘oncerued. 

Now, about the Bill iUelf. We are in full s^vmpathy with the under- 
lying ^neiple of the Bill, hut at the same time we are vehemently 
oppoiea to the oiietutive jmrl of it. The Fanchayat should be an 
aufoBomous, sell-developing institution, free from any governmental 
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impoiHiott. Tlie d[«cted r^pmwUiUTet of tbc poopio miiit W Ml 
abmuMjr to act and to docida tliinga wiUioot having an inlaltibXo 
and immaculate prescribing authonty to domineer over them. A Gov- 
ernment appointed Secretary obviously with inftruction to watch with 
the eye of an I. B. officer their day to day normal activitiet and damatok 
secret reports to the Government would also be an unwanted superfluity. 
Special members, too, must not be allowed to come in by nomination. 
If the elwted meuibers can form the liegislature, there seems to be no 
reason the ele< te<l renresentatives of the *Gram* cannot form the Oram 
Panduiiffit . The Orom ranchaytti, once formed, should he allowed to 
function independently and to develop and jierfect itself by experience 
piinotl by w(»rk done on its ovni initiative. No |>eriod of tutelage should 
be prescribed for it. It must he a free in^titution in the full iinjdiration 
of tin tcim. (b el‘<e, it will fail of its ])urpORe, leading to endless 
bickt’i ing^', confu'*ion and chaos which mean further miseries for the 
people wbo'ie cup of misery h already ttm full

We have sent enqUiriM 
to England to find out whether they mn throw any light on thia quiitioiX 
as to whether a." soon as there is a defect found in the tyre, the tyfb ahouU 
be removeil or some arrangements could be made to see that the tyre coaM 
be utilised under proper ‘»upervision ond re|iair*i. 

Sir, the other ;u.pect of the question wa^ whetlier step^ might taknu 
so tar as the nwids are ci»nc‘ernea — I am not talking of this accident only, 
hut far accidents that are happen iug are <'tnHH*meil, what steps couM 
he token to ovoid accidents of this t\pp in fntuie. VVe are very sorry that 
such an Occident sliould Ivave lisppened and it i'* onr desire to see that 
accident ‘i of tlii^ nature are imt repeated, Theri tore. I think, Bir, that a 
committee would l>e ahsoiutciv nsidess at this stage. We are making 
enquiries and, if necessory. I (tin issue a Pres^ Stateinout indmatiug wtw 
aie tile findings and what stepa we have taken t<i meet those things. After 
all. the life ot a citi»eii is uot the coie s»f one imlividiuil hut it is the care of 
all of us and \vp should take all steps neieiss^irv to prevetit any accident of 
this nature in future. Therefore, 1 do not agree to the ap|Huntment of a 
committee h> the ITouse.

SJa Gingapada Kuar: 1 have no ho^itution to state that of uH tile legisla- 
tions that liave i»iis^<*<l through this Legislature sinee ^t^ very inception, 
the West Bengal l*tinvhaiftit Bill tops the list, if not in volume, at least 
in significance ami impoitauce hecau^e of it> far-reai hing effint upon rural 
population in particular and in the louutry as a whole. Along with the 
viiNt world outside our country is undouhtcdly moving through changes day 
by day. Independent now as we are and as we have had the fortune of 
inheriting a glorious nnd^healthy democratic tradition that would evolve 
ihrtiugh village pam'haiiatf which were so many successful and almost self- 
sufficient administrative units in the country, we should reasonably hope 
to strive for a change for the better and that in our own way of approach 
and thinking it was tor this very change that the Father of the Nation, 
Mahatron Gandhi, advocated so strongly even at the last moment of his life. 
The dream of hit dreams was the estahiishment of Gram Swaraj throngh the^,^ 
re-introdueiion of ideal type of village Pancha^U which should be free in 
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ail raspects. Naturally enougli, 4*ai‘h and avery per^n in the tH)uiitry!»ide 
waited in eager expectation tor the legislation on this spi*eifie gubjcct, which 
is one of the Direitive Principles of the (oiistitniion. Hut in actual prartii'C, 
we find to our utter disapjiointnuut (hat (he West Bengal f^imrhtrytU Hill, 
a$ it now stands amemltMl, falls far short of their exptMiution. It has, to our 
estiinalitin, hchcd the Itjug-chei i^hetl ho]M“s ami aspirations of the pt*opIe, and 
has sought to offer a iru>lnug hhn% to the real ilemocratic urge in them. 
Sincerely speaking, the Hill hrist]<‘^ with nmherous defects and shortcomings 
which tire the natural ouleonic of liall-liearted way of viewing things and 
preserihing reined ie*- thereof. Sir. imw while hrien\ pointing out some of 
the tleiects in the Jiill, 1 ^hould fiist ot all state uith great regret that 
demmraey lias heen made the first casualty at the hands of hnreamracv by 
providing for uiilimiiel power in tin* I'rexnlx'd Autluuily whiidi has Wen 
regarded as tie- emh(ulimoitl of piutertinii in tlie due discharge of its duties 
ami rcsp«msihi litics as .set tortli in the ItiH. I he movm' of the Hill witliout 
even caring tor the evil attcimatli ot such huream ratio eonfml over the

In tin* Hill wa* find that apart from a long 
list of discretionary and ohligatoi\ duties entrusted to them, the (iovern- 
ment may asnign to them man> other fuintimis without assuring them of 
any substantial fund to perform all those works. The Hill ha« provided 
nothing tangible for the Gram Panrhayaf fnmD. They haw to depend 
mainly rni the discretion of the Anrhal P/tnrft/tpafx and the Oovernment, 
The ArtrhnI Panrhaynfx have Ueen eiiifiowered to im|Neie vaneti<»H of iaxflt 
and Dvy certain fees and rate** as and when pre^ieribiHl by the Ooveminent. 
But the re|K)rt of the Taxation Fni|iiiry ( oinmifiAion (page 14 ) categorically 
to quote the rejiort, “There are no taxea whicK are coiwtitutioiially 
We e rved for local bodies'* Rather, the rommiajiion tuggeated that the 
States may assign any of the taxes on the State list either in wholti or is 
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part to the local bodies (page 14). As against this, the slender resources, 
if any, of :ui Anchil f*anrhiiyat, .inay, we ai»prehend very rightly, be con- 
sumed ulxiioHt wholly by the staff of the Anchal Panchayat including its 
undesirable Secretary as provided in the Bill. 

Sir, while tlineusHin^^ the Bill elavise by clause in the House, we referred 
to this dete< t 1 also Huggoted in view of the hnanoial set-lmck of a Oram 
Panvhn.jfat , an aioendinent to the ellect that a (tram Panchayat should be 
empowered to colhM-t land revauiue and to disbinM- the ihiee-tourtlis of the 
revenue so colleeleil to the aie.i ondtu its jurisdntion. Sir, it »s relishing 
to note in this connection lliat the recuniniendat loii'. made by the ( ongress 
Villagf* PfUirhai/at Cominittee in Ms report almost tall in line with in spite 
of niy armoidments. I'he experiemr of the ( ornrnittee was, to (jiiote the 
leport, "peojjle lost intere-t in the pata'haynf.^ be( aiisc they felt that the 
pauvlmifah exist onl\ tn pay sal.iis to the Serietar\”. Hemt' they have 
ma/le a well-thought-out recomnieiHlatijui which runs thus:

Sir, while concluding, I should sound a note ot caution against thn 
undenmeratic attitude of the t'ongress (fO\ernment of tliis State to the 
effect that any further taxation at this stage at the instance of the panrhayatit 
ujion the alreaily tax-burdeued rural |>opulation may prove disastrous 1x>Ui 
to them a.s well as to the (’ungress.

It is the res^nsibility oi the State 
Ooverninent to see that the local bodies {unction properly and thereiore 
the Government pay. The State Government pay two-lhiri as subsidy for 
the water-supply and drainage schemes but is there anything in the 
municipal code where it is stated that the Government will pay two-thirds 

(Sj. Balaii^l Das Mahapatra: It is an old thing.) It is not an old 

thing. Therefore every grant that is to be made by the State Govemnient 
must be statutorily fixed, but the grants differ from place to place, from 
lime to time and the grants have also to be varied according to the 
circumstances of the case. Even if I do not agree with my friends in th^ 
Gpposition with most of the criticisms that they have levelled against the 
Biij, 1 will plead with them that unless and until the financial provisions 
are made in whatever form it may be, it is no use running these yanchayats. 
None hut an insane pe^n will support the running of a panchaynt without 
financial provision. Sir, so far as the financial provisions are concerned, 
there are only three courses which may be adoi>ted in order to provide 
finances. Firstly, taxation by the local liody itself, secondly, grunts by the 
State Government and thirdly allocation (d definite taxes for the Wnefit of 
ihc local I’odies. These are the three soun t s troin \vliU‘ii io(al bodies can 
have money. My friends have spoken ulx)ut share of the laud 
revenue being fixed for the purpose of tlie^e yunviuiyai^i Please 
take it for granted that whatever M)urce> of finance^ uie likely 
to be handed over to these p^tnrhayatji, the> liave been actively 
considered. The <[uesiion is in what form and in what shajie it is to 
l>e done. It is only lust year that we passed our Zemindary Abolition Act 
followed by the l^and Uefonns Act. The system of land revenue in West 
Bengal is al)solutely different from the land revenue prevailing in Bombay 
in MadruH, or even iu portions of F. IF The terms wlueb we have given 
iu West Bengal are quite different from the terms whieli have been given for 
xemindary abolition elsewhere. AVe have passed Land Heioinis Act under 
which a ceiling has biH*n fixed. Compeusations liave to be paid even for 
the aequisition of lands. No other Stjites have vet fixed any leihng. The 
finaneial provisions have got to be unulyseil. li is difficult* tc arrive at a 
particular |>ercentuge of land revenue towards the eost of realisation, but the 
((UeitioQ has to be examined.

Therefore, some* 
thing must Iw done. Now. what is that something which must be done)* 
That sijinethiu^ is that the petiple of the hK*aIity should come forward in 
order to discharge their duty a.s judges. They should bring about a com* 
promise of the suits which arc capable ul being compromised ; and they 
should give some deiusiou in those cases in which a decision has to be given. 

Now my friends say that a right of appeal must l>e given. If in minor 
cases — tahe lor instance in a case where only a sum of fis. 10 is involved*— 
a right of ai)peal is provideil for in the Hill — it will mean that 1 am thereby 
making the system of ailininistration ol justiie costly and that 1 am making 
Jt dilatory. At pn*-icnt in ^omc <usts tlierc is oiil\ one appeal; in certain 
rases there are two appeals; and. again. Iroin lertain dc( isions in I'crtain 
suits no a[»peals arc allowed. Thcie ina> be revisiona! jurisdicliim given to 
the High (’ourt. It you speak of revisional iurisdiction, in some way 
revision has been provided for in this Hill. Though, as a matter of tact, 
in so many words it has not been said that the right of appeal has lieeu 
given to the parties, there is sutbeieut safeguard against failure of justice; 
whenever thiTe is an instance el lailure of justice, the provision is there to 
go up to the higher authorities.

have got faith in them — we should give them the duty, the primary duty, 
which will test their integrity and which will test their ability. 

Now, my friends say that these people should be eliM'ted by the entire 
people before they can function. T do not dispiile — I admit that there is 
some force even in that argument, hut. Sir, there is al»Mi some force against 
that argument. Sir, when I was dealing with the Hill I said that when 
a judge has to decide a case — and not only has he to arbitrate but be has 
also to bring about rnmiiromise — there must be a certain amount of 
independence in him. Even the Uttar Pradesh (Government have now 
amended their Act and Ihev have provided that out of a fianel of twenty or 
twenty-five persons el«»c(ed hy the different (tram Pancfutjfats , the mate 
Oovemment will chofise the panel. After five years' a*ork they have mad# 
this provision. Now, what have we done? We have provided in the Bill 
that your representatives should choose the board. We say ll tt your 
Amekal Panrhattat which consist of pec»ple of your locality Hhouhf choose 
that board con^i-tfing of live goml perwrm** of the locality, so that tt ey may 
be able to administer justice (nr a {>eriml of four .years. Hawe we done 
anything wrong?

thM people with the reepozuibility ; but the moment you say that people 
should be charged with the duty and responsibility of administering justice, 
that it should be cheap justice and that it should be expeditious justice’ 
please let me know in what other way can that be achieved. [Interruption.] 
The country is changing; the lawyer is changing; the law is changing; and 
everything is changing. We are ouh to administer justice cheaply and 
expeditiously; we are out to trust people. My friends opposite say that we 
are not trusting people. I accuse them that they arc not trusting people; 
wc are trusting people. 

Now, with regard to the question of Anchal Fanchayat and Gram 
Fimchayat, why have these two tiers been introduced ^ It took us days and 
days to consider whether wc should have one unit or we should have two 
units. What we felt was that our objective in the institution of these 
panchayats is that gradually they should develop into an institution which 
can be entrusted with many of the duties and tasks which the different 
departments of the Government or different Iwdies are doing at present. 
There is a school board; there is a development council; and there is a 
p/rnchayat . In many of these institutions you will finii that there is a system 
of nomination, Why is the nomination iieressuryy lh*»ause it has been 
found that for develonmental purposes certain officials and certain men 
must be associatwl with the Development Council, e.g., an M.L.A. of the 
locality. Take for instance a school Iwmrd when there is a nomination takes 
place. It yotir idea is that so far as these Gram Frinchaynts are concerned 
they should represent the administrative unit in the panchaynt: if your 
idea is that thes(‘ Gram Fanrhayats should he entrusted witli the complete 
charge of tfie villages, you liave to create (onditious in which administration 
can go on. Necessarily we have provided the least. We have provided for 
certain associate members just to assist tliem without the right of vote. 

1 he Planning ( ommission reconnnended having asMK'iate members 
with right of vote, but we ha\e not ]»rovided that; 

we have prodded guidance for the Gram ]*au‘'}iayni.< without the right to 
influence the judgment, so that in unirse of time these Gram FanchayaU 
may develop inl«» a body (a pa hie of administering the villagiT affairs in all 
its spher<*s of life.

element!) We want that in agrieiiHuie. in indii^tiy, in the devehqunent at 
flic vina^.re level, the Stat(‘ administration sliouhj have (’(infid<‘nee in the 
^ ram Fanchayaf so that it may he able to discharge its duties. Fnless and 
until that confidence is inspired in the muni of ti e public and in the mind 
of the State Government, whose responsibility it is to run the administration, 
ii is iinpossihle for auv administration worth its name to entrust any duty 
fo it. Why are jiowers !)eing taken awav from these local lH>dies? Because the 
faith in their effic iency is lackinir. Wliy is the faith lacking? Because of 
their acts. We have g(*t to pn»vide for safeguards, because in spite of Jesus 
(!hrist, Mahomed and Mahatma Gandhi we have murdeni and other crimes 
(Miinmilted by the piH»ple, How can we ]»reHuine that everywhere in the 
villages there will be good men, there will W saiuG and no satans. The State 
should take into consideration that (here are also satans? Therefore, the 
moment tlie State has to think of a legislation, it has to provide for hanging 
and it has to provide for the highest punishment. Why? If every one 

a saint, then the Indian Penal Code should be abolish*^ and there should

Elected on an adnlt 
franohite baeit a Gram Pmichayat in the ordinarj’ course should have all the 
functions which have been given to the Anchal ramchayai but it is net^essary 
that certain functions thomd be exercised jointly with several Gram 
PanchayaU. Therefore, it is a sort of a joint committee in order to discharge 
thoee functions which are necessary to be dischurned jointly and not alone. 
No powers are given to the Anchal Fanchayat; all powers are given to the 
Gram Panchayat. If you see sections *‘11, [V2 and you will find that all 
the ^wers are given to the Gram Ptmchayat — “any other local work or 
service ot iiublic utility or which is likely to pnimote the health, comiort, 
convenience or material prosperity of the public, not otherwise provided for 
in the Act.” Theretore, 1 say that our jKiini of view is different with regard 
to the Gntm Panrhouat and the Anrhal Paurhftynt . My friends lay more 
stress upon Anchal Panchrynt, we lay more stress Gram Panchayai. 

What we have provided is that in certain spheres only everj* gram should 
have a uniform policy iu co-operation with four or five other gratis ; they 
should decide that thing jointly. 1 could have given the name of joint 
committ^ of A, H, (', 1) and E. Instead of giving it tlu* name of A. 11, C,
